ALL  applications  for  Private  Bills  require  a notice 
over  the  signature  and  address  of  the  applicants 
or  of  their  solicitors,  clearly  and  distinctly  specify- 
ing the  nature  and  object  of  the  application,  published 
by  advertisement  as  follows,  viz.: — In  the  Canada 
Gazette,  and  in  one  newspaper  published  in  the  County, 
District,  Union  of  Counties  or  Territory,  affected  by 
the  proposed  measure,  or  if  there  be  no  newspaper 
published  therein,  then  in  a newspaper  in  the  next 
nearest  County,  District  or  Territory  in  which  a news- 
paper is  published.  In  the  Provinces  of  Quebec  and 
Manitoba  the  notice  must  be  published  in  the  like 
manner  in  the  English  and  French  languages.  All 
notices  shall  be  continued  for  a period  of  at  least  two 
months  during  the  interval  of  time  between  the  close 
of  the  next  preceding  Session  and  the  consideration  of 
the  petition.  Marked  copies  of  (all)  the  newspapers, 
endorsed  “ Application  for  Private  Bills,”  containing 
the  first  and  last  insertion  of  such  notice  shall  bo  sent 
to  the  Clerk  of  each  House.

Private  Bills  in  amendment  of  Acts,  or  for  Acts 
incorporating  railway  companies,  shall  be  drawn  in 
accordance  with  the  Model  Bill  adopted  by  the  House 
copies  of  which  may  be  obtained  from  the  Clerk. 

Provisions  varying  the  Model  Bill  shall  be  inserted 
between  brackets,  and  when  revised  by  the  proper 
officers,  shall  be  so  printed. 

Sections  of  existing  Acts  proposed  to  be  amended 
shall  be  reprinted  in  full,  with  the  amendments  in- 
serted in  their  proper  places  and  between  brackets. 

Private  Bills  which  are  not  drawn  in  accordance 
with  these  rules  shall  be  returned  to  the  promoters  to 
be  re-cast  before  being  revised  and  printed. 

Exceptional  provisions  shall  be  clearly  specified  in 
the  notice  of  application. 

A certified  map  or  plan  showing  the  location  of  any 
proposed  line  of  railway,  also  the  lines  of  existing  or 
authorised  work  of  a similar  character  within,  or  in 


any  way  affecting,  the  district  which  the  proposed 
work  is  intended  to  serve,  and  an  exhibit  showing  the 
amount  of  capital  proposed  to  he  raised  for  the  under- 
taking, and  the  manner  in  which  it  is  proposed  to  raise 
the  same,  shall  ho  filed  with  the  Railway  Committee  at 
least  one  week  before  the  consideration  of  the  Bill.

Resolved,  that  the  Clerk  of  the  House  do  have  a 
copy  of  the  new  Rule  49  sent  to  those  persons  giving 
notice  in  The.  Canada  Gazette  of  their  intention  to 
apply  to  Parliament  for  the  passing  of  a Private  Bill, 
together  with  a notification  that  the  said  rule  will  be 
strictly  adhered  to  for  the  future  : — 

49.  Petitions  for  Private  Bills  shall  only  be  received 
by  the  House  within  the  first  three  weeks  of  the 
session,  and  Private  Bills  may  only  be  presented  to 
the  House  within  the  first  four  weeks  of  the  session, 
and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  any  Committee  to  which 
any  Private  Bill  may  be  referred  to  consider  and 
report  the  same  to  the  House  with  all  convenient  speed. 

2.  That  it  be  an  instruction  to  all  Committees  on 
Private  Bills,  in  the  event  of  promoters  not  being 
ready  to  proceed  with  their  measures  when  the  same 
have  been  twice  called  on  two  separate  occasions  for 
consideration  by  the  Committee,  that  such  measure 
shall  be  reported  back  to  the  House  forthwith, 
together  with  a statement  of  the  facts  and  with  the 
recommendation  that  such  Bills  be  withdrawn.

BY-LAW  No.  19. 


A liy-Jjaiv  for  the  Eradication  and  Prevention  of  the 
Spreading  and  drou  th  of  thr  Canadian  Thistle, 
M ild  Mustard  and  Tumbling  Mustard,  within  the 
Municipality  of  Spailumcheen. 

1.  If  any  owner,  lessee,  or  occupier  of  land,  upon 
which  land  noxious  weeds  known  as  the  Canadian 
thistle,  wild  mustard  and  the  tumbling  mustard,  shall 
not  within  seventy  days  after  any  notice  in  writing 
signed  by  the  Reeve  or  by  any  Justice  residing  in  the 
Municipality,  or  by  any  officer  appointed  by  the  Mun- 
icipal Council  for  this  purpose,  and  containing  a de- 
scription of  the  land  intended  to  be  affected  thereby, 
that  such  noxious  weeds,  or  any  one  o them  as  above 
mentioned,  are  growing  upon  such  land,  shall  have 
been  served  upon  such  owner  lessee  or  occupier  or 
left  for  him  at  his  usual  or  last-known  place  of  abode, 
effectually  destroy  all  such  noxious  weeds  then  glow- 
ing or  being  upon  such  land  every  such  owner  lessee 
or  occupier  being  convicted  thereof  shall  be  liable  to  a 


A Jiy-law  to  provide  for  the  Weight  and  Sale  of  Jtread. 

rpHE  Municipal  Council  of  the  Corporation  of  the 
JL  City  of  Nanaimo  enacts  as  follows  : — 

1.  All  bread  sold  or  offered  for  sale  in  the  City7  of 
Nanaimo,  in  whatever  shape,  form  or  fashion,  must  bo 
in  loaves  of  one  pound  and  a quarter  and  two  pounds 
avoirdupois  weight  respectively,  and  the  price  charged 
therefor  shall  be  at  a rate  per  pound,  and  no  person 
shall  sell,  or  offer  for  sale,  any  bread  except  by7  weight: 
Provided  always  that  for  bread  made  24  hours  and 
over,  one  ounce  light  weight  shall  be  allowed  for 
every  one  pound  and  a half  of  bread,  but  whenever 
such  allowance  in  weight  shall  be  claimed  the  burden 
of  proof  in  respect  to  the  time  when  the  bread  in 
respect  of  which  such  allowance  shall  be  claimed,  was 
baked,  sold,  or  exposed  for  sale,  shall  devolve  upon 
the  defendant  or  baker  of  such  bread. 

2.  Nothing  in  the  last  preceding  section  contained 
shall  be  construed  or  extended  to  prevent  bakers  or 
other  persons  from  selling  biscuits,  buns,  rolls,  crack- 
ers, muffins  or  any  other  fancy  cakes  commonly  made 
in  the  trade. 
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Every  vendor  of  broad  shall  keep  scales  and 
weights  suitable  for  the  weighing  of  bread,  in  a eon 
spumous  plane  in  his  shop,  and  every  vendor  of  bread 
shall  weigh  the  bread  offered  for  sale,  if  requested. 

4.  No  person  shall  use  any  alum  or  other  dolotorious 
material  in  making  any  bread  for  sale,  and  any  person 
selling,  or  offering  for  sale,  any  bread  containing  any 
alum  or  any  other  deleterious  materials,  shall  be,  sub- 
ject to  the  penalties  of  this  by-law,  and  such  bread 
shall  lie  seized  and  forfeited. 

5.  It  shall  bo  lawful  for  the  Chief  of  Police,  or  any 
other  person  duly  authorised,  from  time  to  time,  at  all 
reasonable  hours,  to  enter  the  shop  or  premises  of  any 
person  in  which  bread  is  kept  for  sale,  and  there 
inspect  the  bread  and  seize  and  take  any  bread  which 
shall  bo  of  bad  quality,  as  pointed  out  in  section  4 
of  this  by-law,  and  to  dispose  of  the  same  as  may 
be  directed  by  the  Mayor  or  Police  Magistrate. 

(5.  Any  person  convicted  of  a breach  of  any  of  the 
provisions  of  this  by-law,  shall  forfeit  and  pay,  at  the 
discretion  of  the  convicting  Magistrate,  a penalty  not 
exceeding  fifty  dollars  for  each  offence,  exclusive  of 
costs,  and  in  default  of  payment  of  the  said  penalty 
and  costs  forthwith,  the  said  penalty  and  costs,  or 
costs  only,  may  be  levied  by  distress  and  sale  of  the 
goods  and  chattels  of  the  offender,  and  in  case  of  there 
being  no  distress  found  out  of  which  such  penalty  can 
be  levied,  the  convicting  Magistrate  may  commit  the 
offender  to  any  common  gaol,  with  or  without  hard 
labour,  for  any  period  not  exceeding  six  calendar 
months,  unless  the  said  penalty  and  costs  be  sooner 
paid.

CORPORATION  OF  THE  CITY  OF  CUMBER- 
LAND. 


Scavenger  By-Law,  ISOS. 

Section  I.  The  City  Council  may  grant  a licence  to 
or  employ  any  person,  company,  or  corporation  for 
cleaning  and  removing  the  contents  of  any  privy 
vaults,  sinks,  or  private  drains,  and  every  person, 
company,  or  corporation  engaged  in  such  business 
shall  be  deemed  a night  scavenger  within  the  meaning 
of  this  by-law. 

Sec.  II.  No  person,  company,  or  corporation  shall, 
within  the  city,  empty,  clean,  or  remove  the  contents 
of  any  privy  vault,  sink,  or  private  drain  or  cesspool, 
or  reservoir  into  which  a privy  vault,  water  closet, 
stable,  or  sink  drain  is  drained,  without  first  having 
obtained  a licence  or  being  employed  by  the  city  so 
to  do. 

Sec.  III.  Every  person,  company,  or  corporation 
applying  for  a licence  as  night  scavenger  shall,  if  his 
application  be  accepted,  pay  a licence  fee  of  five 
dollars  for  every  six  months,  and  execute  a bond  in 
the  penal  sum  of  two  hundred  dollars  ($200),  with  two 
sureties  to  be  approved  by  the  City  Council,  condi- 
tioned that  the  said  scavenger  will  comply  with  the 
provisions  of  this  by-law  and  every  by-law  which  may 
be  hereafter  passed  by  the  City  Council  touching  their 
said  employment,  and  will  also  comply  with  and  obey 
orders,  directions,  and  regulations  of  the  Health 
Officer : Provided  that  such  licence  be  not  granted 
until  the  Healtli  Officer  is  satisfied  that  the  applicant 
is  provided  with  the  necessary  appliances  for  carrying 
on  scavenging  in  accordance  with  this  by-law.  ® 
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Sec.  IV.  Nothing  in  this  by-law  shall  be  considered 
to  mean  or  be  held  to  make  it  obligatory  on  the  City  to 
grant  any  licence  to  night  or  day  scavengers  ; but  tho 
City  Council  may,  at  its  discretion,  employ  all  its  night 
or  <lay  scavengers. 

Sec.  Vr.  The  cleaning,  emptying,  or  removing  of  the 
contents  of  any  privy  vault,  sink,  or  private  drain 
shall  be  done  in  an  inoffensive  manner,  and  any  scav- 
enger, having  begun  any  such  scavenger  work,  shall, 
without  any  interruption  or  delay,  finish  the  same,  and 
shall,  in  every  instance,  leave  the  privy  vaults,  sinks, 
or  private  drains  in  as  good  condition  upon  the  outside 
as  when  the  work  was  undertaken. 

Sec.  VI.  The  Health  Officer  shall  have  power  to 
enter  upon  any  premises  and  examine  any  vault,  sink, 
privy,  or  private  drain. 

Sec.  VII.  The  contents  of  private  drains,  privy 
vaults,  or  sinks  so  removed  bv  any  scavenger  shall  be 
conveyed  in  water-tight  tanks  or  vessels,  of  such 
pattern  and  description  as  may  from  time  to  time  be 
approved  by  the  Health  Officer,  and  shall  be  disposed 
of  in  such  a manner,  under  the  direction  of  the  Health 
Officer,  as  to  cause  no  offence,  and  tanks  or  vessels 
shall  be  kept  clean  and  inoffensive  when  not  in  actual 
use. 

Sec.  VIII.  When  requested,  a licensed  scavenger 
shall  cleanse  or  empty  any  vault,  sink,  or  private 
drain,  or  privy,  and  remove  any  and  all  nuisances. 

Sec.  IX.  No  privy  vault,  sink,  or  private  drain 
shall  be  opened,  nor  the  contents  thereof  disturbed  or 
removed,  between  the  hours  of  (5  o’clock  a.m.  and  fl 
o’clock  p.m.  of  any  day,  nor  shall  the  contents  thereof 
be  deposited  or  buried  within  the  city  limits.  Any 
person  violating  any  provisions  of  this  section  shall  be 
subject  to  the  penalties  hereinafter  prescribed. 

Sec.  X.  Licensed  night  scavengers  shall  receive  for 
each  cubic  foot  of  the  contents  removed  from  any 
privy  vault,  sink,  private  drain,  or  cesspool  by  them 
cleaned  out  or  removed,  a sum  not  to  exceed  25  cents 
per  cubic  foot. 

Sec.  XI.  Whenever  it  shall  become  necessary  to 
empty  any  privy  or  privies,  or  remove  any  night  soil 
from  any  premises  within  the  city,  or  on  cleaning 
yards,  cellars,  back  kitchens,  or  other  premises  what- 
soever, if  any  impure  or  offensive  odor  should  exist, 
chloride  of  lime,  unslacked  lime,  nitrate  of  lead, 
potash,  or  common  salt  should  be  used  by  the  person 
or  persons  emptying  such  privy  or  privies  or  removing 
such  night-soil  from  such  premises  as  shall  render  the 
effluvia  as  inoffensive  as  possible. 

Sec.  XII.  The  City  Council  shall  have  power  to 
licence  or  employ  from  time  to  time  as  many  persons, 
upon  such  terms  and  with  such  conveyance  and  appli- 
ances as  they  may  deem  necessary  for  the  removal  of 
garbage,  offal,  swill,  and  ashes. 

Sec.  XIII.  Every  person  so  licensed  shall  be  deemed 
a day  scavenger,  and  shall  at  all  times  be  subject  to 
the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  Health  Officer  and  the 
by-laws  of  the  City,  and  shall  pay  a similar  fee  and 
provide  like  bonds  as  provided  in  clause  three  of  this 
by-law ; provided,  however,  that  one  scavenger  licence 
shall  permit  any  person  to  carry  on  the  work  of  both 
night  and  day  scavenger  without  extra  fee. 

Sec.  XIV.  Any  cart,  waggon  or  other  vehicle  used 
or  intended  to  be  used  for  the  purpose  of  conveying 
swill,  offal  or  garbage  shall  bo  perfectly  tight  and 
covered  so  as  to  prevent  the  contents  thereof  from 
leaking  and  spilling,  and  shall  be  of  such  pattern  and 
description  as  may  from  time  to  time  be  approved  by 
the  Health  Officer;  and  such  cart,  waggon  or  other 
vehicle  when  not  in  use  shall  not  be  allowed  to  stand 
in  any  highway,  or  street,  lane,  alley,  public  place  or 
square. 

Sec.  XV.  That  the  fees  to  be  charged  by  day  scaven- 
gers for  any  matter  or  thing  allowed  to  be  dumped  or 
deposited  by  the  scavenger  or  scavengers  licensed  by 
the  city  within  the  limits  of  the  city  shall  bo  a sum 
not  to  exceed  one  dollar  ($1.00)  for  a full  load,  and 
75  cents  for  a half  load  or  less  than  a half  load,  for  a 
double  team,  and  half  such  rates  for  one  horse  load  ; 
and  any  charges  in  excess  of  those  so  made  shall  be 
considered  a breach  of  this  by-law.
